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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or 
after an Office action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 
(Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible for continued examination 
under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely 
paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 04/27/2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. This office action is in response to amendment /reconsideration filed on 
4/27/2009, the amendment/reconsideration has been considered. Claims 7-8, 11- 
22 and 29-30 have been canceled, claims 1, 23 and 31-33 have been amended, 
claims 34-51 have been newly added and therefore, claims 1, 3-6, 9-10, 23, 25- 
28 and 31-51 are pending for examination, the rejection cited as stated below. 

Allowance 

3. In the light of continued examination of an earlier allowance dated, 
01/27/2009 and amendment filed on 04/27/2009 following claims are allowed: 

• Claims 1 , 3-6, 9-1 0, 25-28 and 31 -51 are allowed. 
Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. Independent claims 1 , 23, 34 and 44, prior art of the record does not 
teach, among the combination of other limitations, calculate a data loss for each 
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stream, wherein the data loss is calculated between a next event 
(nextEvent.time) and a last event (lastTime) in the stream; 

determine whether each stream has a gap based upon the calculated data 
loss and a user defined threshold (GAP_TIME), wherein a gap is detected if 
(nextEvent.time >= (lastTime + GAP TIME)). 

6. Claims 3-6, 9-10, 25-28, 31-33, 35-43 and 45-51 carry the dependency 
from the base claims 1 , 23, 34 and 44 therefore are allowed. 

7. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
